5. Claims 1-14 and 23-36 (renumbered as 1-28) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: 

Both the instant invention and the prior art of record, Fujimoto et al, U.S. Patent 
No. 6,035,074, are directed to image enhancement with respect to face detection. However, the 
instant invention further recites the subject matter "comparing one or more default image attribute 
values with one or more rendered image attribute value based upon analysis of said image of said 
face, and then adjusting said digital-rendering-device rendering parameters corresponding to 
adjusting said image attribute values" in claims 1 and 23, which is not taught by the prior art of 
record. Therefore claims 1 and 23 are allowed. All other claims depending on claims 1 and 23 are 
allowable at least by dependency on claims 1 and 23.
